Both admit that a problem 
exists. They differ over which of 
two control systems to install. 

But just in case anyone doub- 
ted that pollution problems 
exist, the public was invited to 
report its observations, and 15 
Granite Cityans accepted the 


_ opportunity to testify. 


Their comments included the 
following. 

Kesner Essington, 2527. E. 
23rd St.: 

“Tt’s gradually getting worse. 
Particles get on windows and 
car windshields. You have wash 
your car two to five times a 
week. I have emphysema, and 
when the wind is from the South 
I don’t go outside except to go to 
the car. 

“When the smoke is heavy, 
you can’t get your breath. You 
can’t have any windows open. 
We have aluminum storm win- 
dows, and my wife has to clean 
the sills inside them every 
week. 

“It takes a strong detergent 
to clean the house paint; you 


can't hose it off. We am to 
repaint every year. Whatever 
they're during, it isn’t helping 
to stop it.” 

Norman Martinez, 
Alexander Ave. : 

“It’s been pretty bad in the 
last year. There is black soot 
and grime when the wind is 
from the Southwest. 

“Our niece next door has a lit- 
tle boy. My wife had him out in 
the yard and his head turned 
black with the dirt in 15 or 20 
minutes.” 

Martinez’s wife, Norma: 

“It gets on clothes, the porch, 
sheets and curtains. You can't 
plan ahead to barbecue out- 
doors because you don’t know 
whether it will be bad that 
day.” 

Mrs. Martha Ebrecht, 2629 E. 
27th St.: 

“Three or four weeks ago 
there was a terrible odor from 
the coke ovens. 

“There has been too much 
discussion of the problem and 
not enough work done on it.” 
Her remarks drew applause 
from the audience. 

Robert Feilner, 2523 E. 23rd 
St.: 

“I was born here 44 years 
ago. I was raised by Granite 
City Steel. I look on Granite City 
Steel as a neighbor, but a bad 
neighbor when there is smoke 
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from the coke plant.”* 
(Dorey Upshaw, 2560 E. 27th 


Sha live one mile north of the 
plant and am bothered by the 
silt. I hope they can get rid of 
the pollution as soon as 
possible.” 

giaomi Kinney, 2699 E. 23rd 


“The stuff pits the paint on 
our auto, You can’t hang out 
laundry, and odor is terrible. 
The prevailing wind is from the 
South, and sometimes it sounds 
like there is rain falling on our 
fiberglass carport. 

“A visitor asks me, ‘What 
smells so bad, Grandma?’ 

“A lot of the time it’s pretty 
bad.”” 

James E. Vaught, 
23rd St.: 

“The emissions have been 
worse than ever before. Three 
or four weeks ago the entire 
pavement was covered. I sweep 
my walk at least twice a week, 
and I can get a cup full in a 50x3- 
foot area. 

“It’s a gray powdery dust on 
the car and on the sidewalk it 
looks black. If it's damp it’s dif- 
ficult to get off the car. It’s 
sometimes a sticky substance. 

- “It’s even a problem when the 
wind is from the north. 

“| can sometimes see the red 
glare from the ovens, and now 
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and then they leave them open 
too long.” 

Mrs. Ann Mega, 2646 Lincoln 
Ave.: 

“My daughter had to move to 
Belleville to clear\up her little 
girls’ sinus. The emissions 
cause my nose to run for several 
weeks at a time when I have no 
cold. 

“The paint gets discolored 
and the aluminum storm sashes 
are pitted. How long is it going 
to take? Things haven’t been 
getting any.better. The dirt and 
grit sometimes make a roaring 
sound. 

“Pray first if 
have a barbecue.” 

Mathew Kezele, 
Ave.: 

“T live 1.6 miles from the coke 
plant and have driven there 
when it’s bad and seen the 
emissions coming out. It was a 
problem March 12 and 13; 
March 19 at 9:20 a.m.; March 20 
at 4 p.m.; and the evening of 
March 22. 

“T’m entitled to fresh air and I 
want it. We also ought to be able 
to drive along the highway: by 
the plant without having a mist 
get onto passing cars. 

“I started a garden with 
tomatoes, lettuce. and green 
onions, and the vegetables 
become covered with soot. I

A mobile hood enclosure is 
now within 18 months | of 
operation but the ‘Illinois 
Environmental Protection 
Agency is dissatisfied with the 
design. 

The EPA favors a shed 
structure developed by Great 
Lakes Carbon Co. of St. Louis, 
but estimates. that it would 
require 30 or more months from 
now to complete and install. 

Until a decision is reached on 
one system or the other, both 
are in limbo and the 18-month or 
30-month periods will not begin. 


Highly critical of the state 
proposal but emphasizing its 
desire to end emissions during 
coke pushing operations, the 
steel plant last week revised its 
proposal to include not only 
water jets to restrain coke 


- emissions but also a method of 


pulling them into a scrubbing 
device. 

Engineers and other experts 
testifying at the hearings 
disagreed over the relative 
effectiveness of the hood and 
shed plans. Neither has been 
fully constructed and operated 
anywhere in the nation. 

The hearings included 
technical presentations and also 
an opportunity at. the City Hall 
in Granite City Saturday af- 
ternoon for citizens to speak.

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Venice town 
budget ok’d 


Venice Township budgets 
totaling $207,928 were approved 
by the Venice Town board in a 
public hearing at the township 
office, 1502 Fifth St., Madison, 
last week, 

The budgets, one covering 
township and _ general 
assistance ditures and the 
other involving road and bridge 
purposes, will be subject to 
approval by the Town Board 
and the electors in the annual 
town meeting April 9 in the 
Venice City Hall. 

The electors’ meeting to 
consider the road and bridge 
budget will be held at 1:45 p.m. 
on April 9, and the meeting to 
consider the town and general 
assistance budgets will be held 
at 3 p.m. on the same day. 

No changes in the budgets as 
tentatively drafted were made 
during the public hearing. 

The new town fund budget 
totals $82,240, a decrease of $940 
below last year's budget of 
$83,180, while the general 
assistance budget is set at 
$81,900, up from last year's 
$74,952. The’ Illinois Municipal 
Retirement Fund budget is 
$17,650, up $7,400 from last year. 

For road and bridge pur- 
poses, the township highway 
department has budgeted a 
total of $35,735, compared to last 
year's $32,245. A balance of 
$8,053 in last year’s budget of 
federal revenye sharing funds 
for equipment and ad- 
ministration purposes in the 
road and bridge fund, has been 
carried over to this year’s 
appropriation bill. 

The new town budget includes 
$80,940 for administration, $100 
for elections and $1,200 for 
contingencies. 

Road and bridge fund items 
include $15,100 for maintenance 
of roads, $11,575 for oiling 
roads, $3,000 for the purchase of 
machinery, $950 for prevention 
and expiration of weeds, $5,100 
for administration and $1,000 
for contingencies.

Walker said, ‘About 800 
Illinois residents suffer from 
hemophilia. 

“Most of them lead normal 
lives but are burdened with 
extra-ordinary medical costs 
because of their condition.

A new policy of the Illinois 

Department of Public Aid in 
which payment of utility bills 
will not be guaranteed by the 
state may force Ilinois Power 
Co. to seek deposits from some 
of their customers on public aid, 
byt no decision to this effect has 
yet been made, an IP 
spokesman said during the 
weekend. 
* Effective today, the IDPA no 
longer will reimburse public aid 
recipients for their utility biils, 
but will provide a flat rate for 
electricity and natural gas. 
Telephone service is not af- 
fected. 

IF often provided gas and 
electric service to public aid 
recipients on the basis of a 
letter from IDPA guaranteeing 
payment of bills. “Now we are 
Boing to have to treat public aid 
recipients the same as everyone 
else,” an IP spokesman said. 

“Those we do have a problem 
with, we may have to ask for a 
deposit. If it will present a 
hardship on them, we will try to 
belp by taking the deposit in 
installments,”’ he said. 

“We have to protect ourselves 
against non-payment of bills. If 
@ person is not paying his bills, 
by the time we stop their ser- 
vice, they already have 
received two months service. 
Therefore, we feel asking twice 
the highest bill of the previous 
year would protect us,” the 
spokesman added. 

He emphasized that no 
decisions have been made by IP 
concerning the new state 
regulations and the possibility 
of requiring deposits, but said 
the company is considering 
such a program. 

It was noted that other area 
utility companies now are 
requiring two-and-one-half to 
three times a customer's 


highest bill for deposit.

Efficient kitchen equipment 
can help conserve energy 


Varying combinations of time 
and energy can be saved when 
you use the most efficient pan or 
appliance for the food you are 
preparing, says ‘Geraldine 
Acker, University of Illinois 
foods and nutrition specialist. 

Flat-bottom pots and pans 
that are the same size as the

surface burner units 
reduce heat problems. 

Pots smaller than the burner 
allow the heat to escape, while 
pots larger than the burner 
don’t efficiently use the heat 
during cooking. 

If you have a_ pressure 
saucepan or cooker, use it to 
cook root vegetables and other 
long-cooking foods, Miss Ackér 
adds. For best results, watch 
the minutes carefully. Over- 
cooking can be disastrous as 
well as a waste of energy. 

An electric skillet uses less 
energy than a frying pan on a 
surface burner. Some typical 
oven-cooked foods that may be 
prepared easily in an electric 
skillet are pot roasts, creamed 
dishes, fried biscuits and even 
“baked” custards, she explains. 

Microwave ovens use less 
energy than regular ovens, and 
do the job in less time. 
However, not everyone has a 
microwave oven, and there are 
many ways to more efficiently 
use a regular oven. 

Avoid preheating any longer 
than necessary to reach the 
desired temperature, and don’t 
preheat unless it's essential to 
successful baking or safe 
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cooking, suggests Miss Acker. 

With meats, the oven can be 
turned off a few minutes before 
the end of the cooking time, and 
the residual heat will finish the 
job. 

Portable ovens and broilers 
are energy savers for small 
baking loads, Miss Acker 
continues. They are especially 
handy for ‘broiling steaks, 
heating a couple of frozen 
dinners or rolls, or baking a 
small casserole. 

Whenever you can, use a 
cooking thermometer so you'll 
know when the food has reached 
a specific temperature. You'll 
not only save energy, but you'll 
have properly cooked food with 
more taste appeal. 

Refrigerators work more 
efficiently when air can cir- 
culate around the food, she 
explains. 

If your refrigerator is 
overloaded, consider taking out 
food items that don’t require 
refrigeration for safe-keeping. 
These foods include bread, 
jellies and jams, pickles and 
catsup. : 

Avoid opening your 
refrigerator or freezer door any 
more than is necessary. This 
will take the cooperation of all 
family members because some 
have the habit of checking the 
refrigerator every so often just 
to see what is available. 

It's also important to 
follow the manufacturer’s 
directions for care and mai 
tenance of the refrigerator and 
freezer. q 

Defrost them as frequently as 
needed—whenever the frost 
becomes one-fourth of an inch 
thick.Check the seals on the 
doors and replace any worn 
ones, Miss Acker concludes.

Snowstorm on Easter in state century ago 


Easter came to Illinois on a * 
Snowstorm a hundred years 
ago. Street car's were delayed 
but church attendance was not 
seriously affected, according to 
a check of April 1874 
newspapers in the collections of 
the Illinois State Historical 
Library. ' 

While the snow was 
widespread, the Peoria area 
was hardest hit and the Daily 
Transcript ‘reported: “On 
Saturday evening a heavy 
snowstorm set in and continued 
through the night and forenoon 
of Sunday (Easter, April 5). 

“About twelve inches fell and 
lays very compact and heavy” 
and “‘the several street car lines 
were unable to run their cars 
until late in the day.” 

In Chicago, the snow started 
falling on Saturday evening and 
“continued without — in- 
termission for nearly twelve 
hours. But the cars: did not 
cease running, and it was not 
unpleasantly cold.” 

The Sunday Tribune added: 
“Those who were most  in- 
convenienced by this snowy 
humor of an April day were the 
ministers who Kad prepared 
sermons ‘appropriate for the 
occasion,’ and who had studied

their hopes rather than the- 
weather reports. 

“Nearly all of them had 
prepared glowing comparisons 
between the dead winter in its 
frozen grave, and the joyful 
advent of Easter Sunday, rich 
with sunlight, ‘and melodious 
with songs of birds, all of which 
comparisons had to be thrown 
overboard.”” 

The Rock Island Daily Union 
reported a three-inch snow 
there and the Springfield Daily 
State Journal said that “not- 
withstanding the storm— 
rendering the condition of the 
streets very disagreeable to 
pedestrians—church _ services 
were largely attended.” 

The Chicago Tribune of 
Easter Sunday 1874 consisted of 
16 bed-sheet-size pages without 
any illustrations but with 
several columns on fashions of 
the day. 

Black silk was very much in 
favor and the Tribune com- 
mented that it “is getting to be 
like the would-be wit’s advice to 
the learner of whist: When you

don’t know what to play, play a 
card. When you don’t know 
what to wear, wear black silk,’* 

Among the “fashion items’ 
from New York were notes 
that: ‘Masculine coats are to be 
worn by the ladies next sum- 
mer” and ‘Many of the ladies 
are disappointed with the new 
bonnet. It is a nondescript, sort 
of an affair, and it is difficult to 
tell which is front and which is 
back. The grapes, grass, and 
various flowers give it a rural 
appearance, at all events. 

A fashion note for men stated 
that “the Ulster coat business 
has been rather overdone the 
past winter. 

“Last year they were novel 
and took immensely among the 
imitators of Beau Brummel, but 
now the garment is worn by 
gamblers, horse-jockeys, 
‘professional’ gentlemen and 
worse characters.”’ 

Although many papers did not 
pay much attention to fashions, 
all of them carried news of the 
great temperance movement 
that had begun several months 
earlier. 

The Bloomington Pan- 
tagraph, on April 7, sum- 
marized the results of the 
campaign: ‘Women’s tem- 
perance movement thus far: 37 
cities and towns entirely freed 
from the liquor traffic; 1,761 
liquor saloons in Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois closed, and 800 
liquor sellers reformed.” 

In those earliest years of 
baseball, the fans were 
evidently already sighing for 


the “good old days.” 


The first of the 
Tribune’s “Baseball Gessig’® 
column read: “It is just 
beginning to be fairly realized 
that Chicago is to Dave a first- 
class ball club this‘season, and 
that the memorable contests 
which took place during 1870, 
1871 and 1872 are to be repeated 
upon the green diamond. 

“It may be doubted whether 
we shall ever see again the 
immense crowds, the strong 
interest and the hearty en- 
thusiasm which used to attend 
the old White Stocking games, 
but it is certain that the really 
excellent nine for 1874 will to a 
reat degree succeed in 
reviving the old-time popularity 
of the national game.”

The administrative offices of 
the Southern Ilinois University 
School of Medicine in 
Springfield have moved into a 
new educational facilities 
building, bringing almost to a 
close the first phase of the 
building’s construction plans. 

Some minor work. still 
remains to be. done to the 
building’s third and: fourth 
levels where the student 
laboratories and_the medical 
library will be located.

1. All fibers’ will burn under 
¢ettain conditions. Synthetic 
fibers are usually less flam- 
mable than ¢otton, linen, and 
silk fibers. The tendericy- of 


some synthetics to melt and - 


form a syrupy liquid or a sticky 
tar-like substance can also 
produce deep localized burns. 
Blends of different fibers will 
have varying burning 
characteristics depending on 
the amounts of the fibers used. 

2. Tightly woven, heavy 
fabrics will bum more slowly 
than sheer, lightweight, loosely 
woven fabrics. + 

3. A napped fabrie with air 
space between loose, fine 
fabries will ignite mych more 
readily then 4 smeoth surface. 
Generally speaking, fabrics 
with shorter pile, greater 
density, and uneut con- 
struction will be less likely to 
burn than fabrics with a high, 
fluffy pile. 

4. Closé-fitting garments are 
less hazardous from a fire 
standpoint than loose-fitting 
ones. Flowing robes, flari 
skirts, blousy sleeves, an 
ruffles are more likely to ignite 
in situations involving careless 
use of fire. Therefore, garments 
worn by men and boys are 
ysually safer than these worn 
by girls and women.

The ryle of thumb, says Civil 

Defense deputy director and 
operations officer Robert Ritz, 
is roughly an inch and a half of 
fain during the snow thaw 
period. That much, or less, and 
things look good; that much and 
more, and there probably are 
flood ‘problems. 
. C.D. Director E. Erie Jones 
has been touring the state, 
meeting with localinterested 
representatives on what to do if 
floods appear likely, outlining 
what help is available and how 
to get it. 

The snow thaw period is that 
space of time from the first 
thaw until the last of the snow 
disappears, however long that 
may be. 

While Illinois has already had 
some thawing, northern states 
which usually contribute much 
of the melted snows which send 
Illinois rivers over their banks, 
haven't begun to thaw yet. 

Hoever, says Ritz, these 
states last winter had minimal 
snowfalls, raising Ilinois hopes 
that the thaw period can be 
passed without disaster 
“Unless, of course, we have 
torrential rains like we had last 
March,” he adds. 

While last fall and winter 
were ynusually wet, and the 
ground has been heavily 
saturated, it apppears that 
much of that ground nfoisture is 
safely running off, Ritz said, 
since rivers have been fairly 
high all winter and now are 
beginning to drop. 

One day recently, he said, 
there were seven places in the 
state known to be above flood 
stage, “but nobody’s getting 
wet because the levees are 
holding it.” 

Compounding the problem, 
Ritz said, is the fact that the 
tornado season is just begin- 
ning, too. 

To help local communities 
prepare for flash flooding—a 
perennial problem in some 
areas because of the flat 
terrain— as well as wind 
storms, tornadoes and other 
emergencies, the civil defense 
department has aided in 
establishing more than 9,000 
little warning receivers 
throughout the state in such

“During 1973, the department 
brought charges against 174 
state tax dodgers. By the end of 
the year, there were 126 
criminal convictions, which 
brought several sen- 
tences and of dollars 
in fines. A number of other 
cases are awaiting trial,” 
Allphin reported. 

“On top of this, the depart- 
ment’s enforcement action has 
resulted ih collection of millions 
of dollars in civil fraud 
penalties, interest and back 
taxes.” 


The department took in- 
vestigative action last year in 
every tax category it ad- 
ministers, frequently working 
in cooperation with the Inter 
Revenue Service, U.S. postal 
authorities, the U.S. attorney, 
state’s attorneys and the at- 
torney general of Illinois. 

“illinois is quickly building a 
national reputation for its 
vigoroys*revenue enforcement 
activities a8 more and more 
state tax swindlers find 
themselves behind bars and 
facing stiff fines," Allphin said. 

He outlined the results of 
some of the department’s en- 
forcement efforts since Jan. 1, 
1974, including a record $10,000 
fine and prison terms for

The cases included 


fradulent sales tax retyrns, 
failure to make books and 
records available, failure to pay 
motor fuel taxes and failure to 
file state withholding taxes. 

In addition to the criminal 
cases oulined, Allphin said the 
department has taken action to 
combat other state revenue 
violations through scores of 
arrests and indictments and the 
filing of criminal informations 
and complaints.

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Study may lead to construction of underpass in area of 19th Street 


With the City of Venice currently 
building an underpass to eliminate 
its single-grade auto-railroad 
crossing on Broadway, the City of 
Granite City is moving in a similarly 
logical direction to study the most 
economical way of providing 4 
grade separation between West 
Granite City and the Downtown 
area. 


A proposal on tonight’s council 
agenda calls for a study of 19th and 
20th Streets and Niedringhaus 
Avenue. 

If any one of these three crossings 
could be given an overpass or un- 
derpass at reasonable cost, the 
benefits in safety, convenience and 
economic stimulus would be sub- 
stantial. Major federal participation 
in the project is anticipated. 


New dam and locks south of Alton will be massive construction task 


Scheduled construction of a new 
dam and locks two miles south of the 
present Locks 26 at Alton can have a 
major effect on the volume of con- 
struction work available in this 
region, preparations for the task in- 
dicate. 

The start has been delayed from 
this spring to the fall months 
because of the nationwide steel shor- 


tage. A cofferdam, only the first step 
in the work, will require over 20,000 
tons of steel. . 

Overall cost of the 1l-year un- 
dertaking is estimated ‘at $382 
million, bringing back memories of 
the even larger project a quarter- 
century ago in which the eight-mile 
Chain of Rocks Canal and the 
Granite City locks and harbor were 
created.

Permit plan—aimed at mobile homes? 


To the Editor: 

Well, it has finally happened 
in Granite City. Big Brother is 
looking at us. I refer to the 
proposed ‘‘occupancy permit.”’ 
How underhanded and sneaky 
can they get? 

Alderman Roy Poulos, 
chairman of the Ordinance 
Committee, specifies that its 
objectives ‘are to protect the 
character and stability of 
residential areas within the 
city, to provide minimum 
standards for cooking, heating 
and sanitary equipment 
necessary to the health and 
safety of occupants. 

Yet, some of the 
requirements for occupancy 
deal mainly with um 
square feet for a given number 
of persons in bedrooms, and 
access to a bath. 


requirement. Not less than 
seven feet and four inches. 

This is aimed squarely at 
mobile homes,. because most of 
them only have a ceiling height 
of seven feet. Many of the 
bedrooms are compact but 
quite small. 


Although it is claimed that 
this section shall not apply to 
any occupancy in existence at 
the time of the adoption of this 
ordinance, it would affect all 
mobile home owners. It would 
mean that if you tried to sell 


your home, the new owners 
could not get an occupancy 
permit because it could not 
meet the minimum ceiling 
height requirement. 

Therefore, the mobile home 
would have to be moved to an 
area that did not have this 
occupaney permit ordinance. 
No mobile home could be moved 
into Granite City, for the same 
reason 

Coyld this be Big Brother's 
answer to the Mobile Home 
Owners Association for 
organizing and petitioning 
against the new mobile home 
privilege tax? 

If this is the answer, then go 
ahead; but every home had 
better have a legal inspection. 

All requirements for foun- 
dations chimneys, basement 
construction, exterior walls, 
roofs grading and drainage, 
conditions of windows, doors 
and hatchways, stairways and 
porches must meet the 
necessary qualifications. 

The building commissioner is 
going to have a big, big job on 
his hands because, after all, he 
can’t play any favorites. 

I wonder if this ordinance is 
for the safety and general 
welfare of the people, or is it 
just another means of ad- 
ditional revenue. 

Fifteen dollars every time a 
house is rented? 

Does this inclyde sleeping 
rooms, light housekeeping 


rooms, furnished rooms? This 
could mean a tidy little sum. 

I am a mobile home owner; 
do I have a persecution com- 
plex? 

From the day we moved our 
mobile home into Granite City, 
we have had the feeling we are 
not wanted. 

We tried to get a legal permit 
but were refused. 

But when I reminded the city 
that all the mobile homes —— that 
had been moved in within the 
ten-year period when they 
stopped giving permits — would 
have to go also, we then got our 
permit, 

Please, I like my mobile 
home. It is comfortable. Easy to 
heat and cool. 

T have no objections to paying 
taxes, on a depreciating scale 
just like an automobile. We paid 
sales tax; our home has 
depreciated in value on all the 
insurance companies’ books, 
just like an automobile. 

When we bought we took this 
devaluation factor into account 
— because we bought it to live 
in, not to sell at a profit like a 
solid home. 

We must have some com- 
pensation for the devaluation in 
our property. The only com- 
pensation is lower taxes to 
make up for the loss in our in- 


vestment.

Sledge hammer’ in occupancy issue 


To the Editor: 

While I seldom take issue with 
the motives of the Granite City 
councilmen, I sometimes find 
myself questioning their 
methods, as it seems sometimes 
they find that the best way to 
crack a peanut is to use a sledge 
hammer. 

An issue now before the 
council is no exception. 
Aldermen want, with good 
reason, to eliminate unsafe and 
unsuitable housing in the city, 
so they have come up with a 
“sledge hammer’ of a solution 
for solving it. 

The council advocates that 
before each of us moves into 
another house or apartment, we 
have the city inspect the 
proposed premises and have the 


city issue an occupancy permit 
before allowing the gas or 
electricity to be turned on. 

Of course, the city cannot 
absorb the cost of the inspection 
and issuing the permit, so a 
“modest” inspection fee of $15 
and a permit fee of $2 are 
proposed. 

This means, in addition to the 
expenses of moving, everyone 
planning to move has to save an 
extra $17, just to pay the city’s 
expenses for determining that 
the new home we have chosen 
meets its standards. 

In addition, all who plan to 
move must allow extra time for 
the inspection and approval of 
their new homes, a minimum of 
two weeks, we estimate. 


What will happen to the 


tenant who is given two weeks’ 
notice by a landlord? 

The ordinance also provides 
minimum space requirements 
for bedrooms and minimyn 
facility regulations, 

What is a homeowner to do if 
a bedroom in his home 1s too 
small? Destroy 4 wall in order 
to be able to sell his house? 

Numerous other ~ small 
problems, which could be major 
problems for many, are obvious 
in the ordinance. 

The aldermen should search 
for another solution to sub- 
standard housing. The pen of a 
careful lawmaker is more 
powerful than the sledge 
hammer.

Regulation on room size assailed 


To the Editor: 

Property owners, did you 
read carefully the ‘Occupancy 
Permit Plan” as outlined in the 
March 21 edition of the Press- 
Record? 

Surely, throughout the history 
of our city, building inspections 
were required. 

Why are we now considering, 
in existing structures, certain 
ceiling heights, square feet 
requirements, and so forth, as a 
pre-requisite to occupancy? 

As few as seven years ago a 
building permit was issued for 
an addition. The completed job 
was city-inspected and yet this 
“compliance with the then 
existing rules” could leave us 
with an ‘‘uninhabitable’’ 


structure simply because it 
may not meet the current height 
requirements. 

The property itself ig well 
maintained and, since it has 
provided service for more than 
40 years, it is difficult to think 
that suddenly it is inadequate. 

As few as three years ago, a 
building permit was granted for 
exterior improvement; no 
questions were raised as to the 
interior room size, height, and 
so forth. 

This property has been in 
existance for approximately 20 
years. 

If the proposed standards 
are passed it, too, would fail to 
meet the requirements even 
though it is an asset to the 


neighborhood and city, and has 
been continually occupied 
during the above mentioned 
period of time, 

Hurray for adequate housing! 
However, the. proposed plan 
could force the neglect of 
property that could not meet or 
be corrected to meet the 
proposed standards and yet, in 
its present state, is quite 

resentable, comfortable, 
iveable and a means of revenye 
for the city. 

We will be in contact with our 
aldermen, We urge those who 
would be affected by such g plan 
to let their feelings be known.

to death

Macabre in the extreme, 
Senate debate on the death 
penalty ranged from the 
Colonial diversion of hanging, 
drawing and quartering Tories 
to consideration of whether the 
public executioner should spare 
an expectant mother until her 
child is born, 

Senators were 9 pained lot 
when they voted 54 to 33 to_ 
establish criteria for man- 
datory imposition of the death 
sentence, one side contending 
in a “time of terror” 
society demands the deterrent, 
the other calling it 4 return to 
primitive vengeance. 

‘The debate was over and the 
vote was in when a reflective 
Sen. Charles H. Perey arose 
that evening to speak his heart 
on the unsolved slaying of his 
daughter, Valerie. Torn by the 
issue, Ke had conelyded that 
execution of his daughter’s 
murderer would not bring 
Valerie back. 

“Many have felt the pain of 
having a loved one taken from 
them by @ senseless mypder. 
But I say to them, with deep 
feeling, the death penalty is not 
the way to react to this bar- 
barism. Violence only breeds 
more violence . . . ; 

“Before reaching final 
conclusion, I put myselt to the 
ultimate test. What if I were 
called upon to decide what 
sentence should be imposed 
upon the vicious murderer of 
my own daughter? | would not 
impose the death penalty.” 

Percy would remove the 
slayer from society, ‘‘some day 
to realize the gravity of the 
crime against Gad and. one of 
His children that he had com- 


mitted.” 

Although Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson made no statement 
on the vote, his position is clear 
in letters to constituents. 

“Capital punishment is not a 
deterrent to crime,”’ he wrtes to 
questioning Ilinoisans. 

“Statistics indicate that 
states retaining the death 
penalty do not have lower 
murder fates than those that 
have done away with capital 
punishment. The primary 
purpose of punishment should 


penalty 


be rehabilitation and not 
revenge.” 

Stevenson believes the 
government, if anything, 
“encourages the rising tide of 
¢rime”’ when it cheapens life by 
taking it.” 

Floor Leader John L. 
McClellan of Arkansas, arguing 
for the bill, said “‘there are such 
atrocious crimes that those who 
commit them should forfeit 
their right to live.”” 

Senate Majority Whip Robert 
C. Byrd of West Virginia 
cautioned that it would be ‘very 
wrong” to equate a vote for the 
death penalty with a disregard 
for human life. 

“Tl favor the death penalty—a 
death penalty evenly ad- 
ministered for specific erimes— 
precisely because it offers 
protection of all of saciety from 
the heinous acts of a very few of 
its members," Byrd said. 

Sen. Harold R. Hughes, the 
Towa Democrat who says he has 
placed his destiny in the hands 
of the Lord, and Sen. Alan 
Cranston, D-Calif., praised 
Percy. 

Hughes called the Illinois 
Republican’s statement an 
expression of ‘magnificent 
feeling of heart and soul,” and + 
Cranston said it was a 
“powerful’’ one that should be 
heeded. 

Hughes earlier had 
declared himself adamantly op- 
posed to the bill in any form. It 
was Hughes, however, who 
offered an acknowledged 
“‘repulsive’’ amendment, 
calcylated to hold 4 mirror to 
the Senate. 

Instead of private execytions, 
“out of sight and out of mind of 
everyone except those in the 
immediate vicinity,” Hughes 
proposed they be’held in public 
with the widest possible news 
coverage, inelyding radio and 
television. 

“If senators believe there is a 
deterrent effect inherent in the 
death penalty,” he said, ‘‘then 
my amendment will provide a 
way to greatly inerease this 
deterrence.” 

The senators defeated his “ 
amendment 81 to 10, whereupon 
Hughes told them they and their 
children might forego television 
that night. Boaked as a spec-

Democrats in Illinois. At the 
Capitol, re is q growing 
feeling that the two-party 
tradition will continye to prevail 
in Illinois and that the will 
score better than most were 
predicting a few weeks ago. 

Boosting Republican hopes is 
the continuing and expanding 
feud between Gov. Daniel 
Walker and Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley. When there is 
a big split in one party in 
Illinois, the other has 4lwaye 
benefited at the polls. 

Capitol, some 
Democratic and Republican 
strategists discount the effect of 
Watergate in the primary 
balloting and feel it will be even 
less 4 factor in November. 

In IHlinois, the flood of éon- 
victions affecting high-ranking 
Democrats hes diffused pyblic 
resentment so that it affects 
Democrats as well as 
Republicans. 

Almost any incymbent in this 
state is considered 4 fair target, 
regardless of party. 

Republicans are becoming 
less fearful that the economy 
will be an issue. Manufacturing 
employment’ has remained 
fairly nigh in this highly- 
diversified state, and growing 
demands for high ‘prices for 
agriculture products should 

im the farm voters.

outcome 


prevail in the fall. 

Statehouse Republicans were 
encoyraged by the victory 6f 
Springfield’s Harry Page in the 
treasurer's race despite the 
overwhelming su of the 
Party's top leadership for Mrs. 
Jeannette Mullen of : 

They feel the Page win 
reflects a deep feeling of sup- 
port for the underdog and that 
this could well carry over into 
the November race and make 
him a strong contender for 
Democratic incumbent 
‘Treasurer Alan.J. Dixon. Dixon 
is no longer considered a shoo-in 
(byt it should be noted that he 
has never lost an election in a 
long career in public office). 


Although the odds are still 
very heavy in favor of 
Stevenson’s re-election, 
Republicans were pleased by 
the publicity received by 
Burditt in his warm-up primary 
race. They feel that if he 
develops into a good cam- 
paigner, he can make a serious 
race of it. A series of debates is 
being atranged. 


The GOP is less fearful than 
before the primary of a 
November debacle in the 
Congressional races. There is 
some hope now of limiting 
losses to two or three seats; 
Republicans currently hold 14 
Mlinois seats and Democrats 10. 


The key battle in the fall is 
likely to be over control of the 
197% legislature. 


Capitol Republicans, and 
some Democrats, scoff at Gov. 
Walker’s claim that’ the 
primary results presage a shift 
of both the Illinois House and 
Senate to Democratic d@sirol. 


Republicans feel that friction‘ 
and feuding between the Walker 
and Daley factions may enable

Seats to retain the presetit one- 
vote edge in both the House and’ 
Senate. 


Overall, 1974 promise’ to be 
another hard-fought election in 
Illinois.

Advance funds available 
to state universities 


Attorney General William J. 
Scott held in an official opinion 
last week that the state 
treasurer can legally ‘‘ad- 
vance” funds to the various 
state universities — in amounts 
not to exceed $200,000 — to 
initially establish working cash 
funds. 


Without the rapid payment of 
small bills made possible by the 
fund, suppliers could be ex- 
pected to add up to 15 per cent to 
the cost of goods and services to 
compensate for the necessary 
delay in payment resulting 
from processing each individual 
voucher and separate warrant 
for each small purchase. 

Scott's opinion, requested by 
State Comptroller George W. 
Lindberg and joined in by State 

* Treasurer Alan Dixon, thus 
affirmed a section of the new 
State Comptroller Act, which 
provides: for the periodic 
transfer of state funds to the 
state universities. Expenditures 
of those funds are to be 
safeguarded by rules and 
regulations in internal controls 
extablished by the Comp- 
troller's office.

Weed control essential 


By WARREN W.BUNDY 
Agriculture Adviser 
Johnsongrass and musk 
thistle are two noxious weeds 
that local weed control 
authorities expect people to 
make reasonable efforts to 
control. * 

The University of Mlinois 
Extension Service has an 
educational role in noxious 
weed control. We will help 
people to identify noxious weeds 
and will recommend control 
measures. 

The governing body of each 
county is required by the 
noxious weed law in Illinois to 
establish a weed control 
authority and employ one or 
more weed control  superin- 
tendents. 

In Madison county, Paul T. 
Hawkins, environmental 
control official of the county 
sanitation department, is the 
weed control officer. That 
department operates under the: 
direction of the environmental 
control committee of the County 
Board. Township weed com- 
missioners also-may be ap- 
pointed. 

The Madison County 
agriculture extension council 
and staff are cooperating in 
appropriate ways with county 
officials in efforts to control 
noxious weeds, 

Farmers, urban and 
suburban landowners, railroad 
companies, road officials, and 
other landowners will be ex- 
pected to make reasonable 
efforts to contro] noxious weeds 
on their land, according to 
action taken the past several 
months by the Madison County 
environmental control com- 
mittee. 

Farmers know that, if given 
the chance, johnsongrass will 
choke out corn and soybean 
crops and make fields almost 
worthless for crop production. 

Controlling johnsongrass can 
be a problem. But the following 
new program will control it if 
you are willing to plant 
Soybeans three years in a row. 
Apply and incorporate a quart 
to two quarts of treflan—this is 
double the normal rate—two 
years in a row. And apply and 
incorporate the normal rate of 
treflan the third year, 

‘An older program that has 
been successful in controlling 
johnsongrass in corn and 
soybeans is the delayed plan- 
ting program. The delayed

Follow these steps: 

1. t , johnsongrass ‘Ow 
about “f' tot high’ b Detaie you 
begin spring tilage. 

2. Spray with dalapon, using 5 
to 10 pounds of dalapon in 30 to 
40 gallons of water per acre. 
Eight pounds of dalapon in 40 
gallons of water per acre is a 
common rate. 

3. Wait 7 to 10 days and then 
plow. 

4. Allow the dalapon to 
decompose-by waiting 2% to 3 
weeks before you plant corn. If 
you plant soybeans, wait the full 
three weeks to avoid crop in- 
jury. 

5. your corn. or 
soybeans. 

6. Control Johnson grass that 
grows from seed by making a 
preemergence application of 
eradicane or sutan-plus when 
you plant corn, For control in 
Soybeans use treflan, planavin, 
cobex or vernam. Work 
eradicane or sutan-plus into the 
soil with a disk or other suitable 
equipment according to label 
instructions..Treflan, planavin, 
cobex or vernam should also be 
incorporated. These herbicides 
may sometimes injure the crop, 
but any possible injury is 
usually not significant com- 
pared to potential injury from 
johnsongrass. 

7. Do a good job cultivating. 

8. Watch for small clumps of 
johnsongrass and destroy them, 

Musk thistle can be controlled 
with 2,4-D. Late fall or early 
spring treatment of musk 
thistle with one pound of acrual 
2,4-D in 25 gallons of water per 
acre will give fairly good 
control. Early April when the ¢ 
thistle is still in the rosette stage 
is the best time to'treat. 

Later when the plants are 
growing tall, spray plants to 
the point of run-off with .a 
mixture of one quart of 2,4-D in 
25 gallons of fuel oil or kerosene. 

Spot treatment of isolated 
plants may be made with the 
2,4-D in either water or oil. Use 
water when plants are in the 
rosette stage, or oil after plants 
have started vertical growth. 

Observe all label precautions, 
because 2,4-D will seriously 
injure or kill most broadleaf 
plants with which it comes in 
contact.
